>the hardest, 
MICHAEL HUGHES, toughest, most 
vicious part. 
They cumulate their operations. A 
professional cracks a safe or sticks 
up a bank one day, is caught by the 
police, is pulled out by a straw bonds- 
man, and within a week or so is doing 
another neat job of burglary, with 
murder perhaps as an incident—they 
move nonchalantly from crime to 
crime, much like a whist party. 


Some Recent Illustrations. 


To illustrate: A few days aga the po- 
lice took in two known crooks charged 
with several crimes. Almost immedi- 
ately they got out on bonds of $35,000 
—an ordinary citizen would have to 
scratch hard to'furnish any such bond. 
Within a week the same two men were 
picked up in an automobile that proved 
to have been stolen, supposedly for use 
in holdups. 

And a week ago the detective force 
arrested a gang for burglary—caught 
them with the goods, They were held 
to the grand jury and got out on bonds. 
Two nights later they were again 
caught in an act of burglary, and were 
held on that charge. Again they fur- 
nished bonds and are now out roaming 
the streets, 

One astonishing feature of this par- 
ticular case is that two members of 
this gang are actually under con- 


viction and sentence to Joliet, but are 


out on writs of supersedeas. 


Little Hazard in Law. 

To organized crime the law has few 
terrors, for delays in justice reduce 
the risk of punishment, and as con- 
ditions exist in Cook county the ma- 
chinery of law gives a greater percent- 


age of protectign to the criminal than 


to society, 

The Chicago crime commission, in 
iis annual report, issued last night, 
gives the Criminal court record for 
1921. Only 25 per cent the defend 
ants in all felonies disposed bf during 
the year ended Dec. 31 paid & penalty. 
Three out of every four defendants 
paid no penalty. Of course, some were 
innocent, but verdicts of “ Not guilty ”’ 
accounted’ for only one case out of 
every eight. 

The report points out that ‘during the 
year, out of a total of 5,049 defendants, 
448 were sentenced to Joliet and 309 to 
Pontiac, a total of 757. During the 
same year 218 prisoners were paroled 


. from Joliet and 140 from Pontiac, while 
-- 685 defendants, after being found guilty 


in Chicage, were placed on probation 
by judges of the Criminal court.

while 993 were allowed their freedom 
in Cook county by probation or parole.” 

In the murder cases in Cook county 
in 1921 only 25 per cent of the 275 de- 
fendants paid a penalty. Punishment 
was awarded 55, while 170 were dis- 
charged. The hazard for burglars was 
a trifle higher. About 30 per cent of 
the defendants were penalized. Gun- 
men serimes had about the same hazard 
of punishment as murder. Of 1,293 
defendants in cases of robbery with a 
gun, 340 were sentenced and 953 were 
discharged. 


Some Comparative Figures. 

In Canada in 1919 there were thir- 
teen murders.to each million of pop- 
ulation; in Great Britain there were 
nine to the million, while in Chicago 
there were 110 murders to each mil- 
lion of population. In Chicago alone in 
1919 there were more murders than 
in the British isles. 

For years in Canada and Great Brit- 
ain murder cases have been disposed 
of generally in sixty to ninety days— 
in Chicago it generally takes about two 
years to get started. As Edwin W. 
Sims, president of the crime commis- 
sion, phrases it: “In shoft, crime in- 
creases or decreases in the proportion 
that punishment is swift and certain. 
The speed with which crime is pun- 
ished has much more to do with the 
preservation of law and order than the 
severity of punishment.”

Hope President Will Aid 


NAVY IS MAKING 
BITTER FIGHT ON 
PERSONNEL CUT 


Defense Battle. 


BY GRAFTON WILCOX. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 9.—[Spe- 
ciai.]—The navy department has deter- 
mined to enlist the aid of President 
Harding in determined resistance to 
the movement in congress for slashing 
the enlisted personnel of the navy to 
50,000. 

Such a reduction would not only 
force the United States navy out of 
the proportion planned in the naval 
treaty but would cripple the service 
needed for peace time activities, to say 
nothing of endangering defense in 
emergencies. 

President Harding has assured Sec- 
retary Denby and chiefs of navy bu- 
reaus that he would regard a reduction 
of enlisted personnel below 80,000 as a 
serious mistake and neglect of the na- 
tional defense. 

That some reduction in the trained 
corps in keeping with the reduction 
in capital ships may be made without 
serious effect is granted by naval offi- 
cers, but to cyt the corps in half would 
seriously cripple the service. 


Keeps Down Officers’ Number. 
The navy department itself is hold- 
ing down the number of high ranking 


officers. For example, there is provi- 
sion by law for forty-eight rear ad- 


commissioned on Jan. 2. There is pro- 
vision for 220 captains, but only 163 
commissioned; 385 commanders, against 
285 commissioned; 770 lieutenant com- 
manders, against 570 commissioned, 
and 1,787 lieutenants, against 1,823 
commissioned. 

An impression has spread that — the 
scrapping of the older battleships will 
release a large number of enlisted men. 
That is not true. Only about 600 men 
will be released.

Faherty’s Requests Cut Down. 

Michael J; Faherty,. president of the 
board of local improvements, asked 
the committee to appropriate $284,000 
for real estate experts and $142,500 
for building experts on the west side 
street improvements this year. The 
aldermen, decreeing that such experts 
shall be paid from $50 to 100 a day, 
fixed the appropriation for real estate 
experts at $172,000, and for building 
experts at $60,000. 

By resolution the aldermen also or- 
dered Mr. Faherty not to incur any 
expenses in connection with any sec- 
tion of any improvement unless the 
money is in the city treasury to com- 
plete it. 

In this connection the _ resolution 
points out that the money available 
for the Ogden avenue improvement 
‘will fall short by at least $6,000,000 


of. being sufficient to congplete the 


Goose Island section of the improve- 
ment. ‘“‘ Millions of dollars,” the reso- 
lution says, must be raised to com- 
plete the South Water street and Ash- 
land avenue improvements, 

Cites Roosevelt Road Case,

New York, Feb. 9.—[Special.]—The 
grand jury today began an ihvestiga- 
tion of complaints received by District 
Attorney Joab H. Banton in the last 
few months that certain brokerage 
houses-were really bucket shops. More 
‘han twenty-five concerns are reported 
involved. 

For several months the district at- 
torney’'s Office has been receiving com- 
plaints at the rate of from forty to 
fifty a week from persons in different 
parts of the country, who alleged they 
had been victimized by brokers who 
bucketed their orders. It was unoffi- 
clally estimated the losses would 
amount to about $10,000,000. 

The assistant district attorney said 
that among those under investigation 
were several members of the American 
cotton exchange. The books of the ex- 
change were taken to the district attor- 
ney’s office and an accountant put to 
work checking up on the activities of 
the suspected members.

GO EASY ON HAWKS AND OWLS, 
SAYS THE GOVERNMENT. 
ON’T kill off the hawks and owls, 

says the biological survey, as 

they are not all thieves and rob- 

bers, which is the current idea 
in relation to these birds. A large ma- 
jority of them are beneficial to the 
farmers, as the birds of prey spend 
most of their time bagging insects and 
rodents. It’s a case of a twenty-four 
hour war every day, the hawks taking 
the day shift and the owls doing the 
helpful hunting at night. 

Examination of the stomachs of hun- 
dreds of hawks and owls has proven 
that these birds are valuable aids of 
the farmer. One Swainson's hawk was 
found to have 100 grasshoppers in its 
stomach. This number represented a 
single meal. 


More than 3,000 skulls have been 
found near a barn owl’s nest. 
seven per cent of these skulls were of 
mammals, the bulk consisting of field 
mice, house mice, and common rats. 
Some record for a persecuted owl! To 
cite another case, nearly a bushel of 
the remains of pgogket gophers—de- 
structive pests in some parts of the 
United States—was found near the 
nest of a barn owl, mute evidence of 
how this bird destroys farm pests. 

Yes, sir, the majority of our hawks 
and owls deserve a little credit for 
their good work. ,

Powers Never Challenged. 


“When, lo and behold, we pick up 
the papers and find the governor hag 
pardoned the defendants! Never in the 
history of this state had the power of 
a court ig a contempt case been chal- 
lenged. It had been believed courts 
could enforce their orders and that 
those who flouted the courts’ authority 
could be punished. 

“ There is precedent for Gov. Small’s 
action—but not north of the Mason and 
Dixon line. In Mississippi, Tennessee, 
and Louisiana the Supreme courts have 
held the chief executive may pardon in 
contempt cases. And several years 
ago an attorney general contended the 
President hWd the right to override th« 
Supreme court of the United States in 
contempt cases. 

“On the other hand, the Suprem 
court of Texas ruled, in unmistakable 
language, that the governor has no 
pardon power in contempt. cases. And 
the United States Court of Appeals, in 
a case arising in Missouri, held the 
President has no such power in rela- 
tion to the United States Supreme 
court, 

: Makts Tools of Courts. 

“Gov. Small may, technically, be 
within his rights. If such is the law, 
the chief executive should be stripped 
of such power under the next constitu- 
tion. Even if he now has the author- 
ity, he should not exercise it without 
the acquiescense of the courts af- 
fected.” 

Judge David said chief executives, 
if Gov. Small’s attempt survives as a 
precedent, could make the courts the 
tools of politicians—could “ coerce and 
run the courts.”

SMALL TO HEAR 
PLEA FOR CHURCH

An appeal for executive clemency in 
behalf of Harvey W. Church, convicted 
murderer, who is sentenced to die on 
the gallows next Friday, will be heard 
at 9:30 o’clock Monday morning by 
Gov.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 9.—The ad- 
visability of reducing the time clause 
in Henry Ford's offer for the lease of 
the Muscle Shoals, Ala., government 
owned lands from 100 to fifty years 
was questioned indirectly today by 
Maj. Gen. Lansing H. Beach, chief of 
army engineers, in testimony before
